N e w Y o r k , August 11.—'The Brook­ 
lyn E agle of this afternoon has the 
following: “ Moulton’s statem ent is 
unexpectedly brief, m aking not more 
than five or six foolscap pages, not 
closely written. 
Moulton says, in 
substance, th at all he knows about 
the difficulty between Beecher and 
Tilton was intrusted to him in a con­ 
ference, with all the documents he 
has been furnished relating directly 
or indirectly to the case, and th at 
these documents were intrusted to 
him in confidence.

dences which have been placed in him. 
He came into the case as a peace­ 
maker, to settle it. and all that lie lias 
done lias been done in that direction.” 


A P o l l P a r r o t C’h n t t e r s . 
N e w Y o rk , August 12.—Moulton 
has not testified in the Beecher case. 
Shearm an has been interviewed and 
says: “ I know all that Frank Moulton 
can say or has to say; and I know that 
there is nothing lie lias in his posses­ 
sion th a t can implicate Beecher one 
iota. 
Nothing, because there is noth­ 
ing in existence to implicate him. 
W hy, if I could tell you all I know 
atiout the case, it would show you 
Beecher’s motives in keeping silent, 
and would show him to be blameless 
as clearly as if a calcium light was 
turned on the whole story. If Beecher 
had spoken long ago, these clouds 
would have disappeared like mist be­ 
fore a Sum m er wind; and yet, even 
now, I would not advise Beecher to 
speak out—knowing, as I do, the cir­ 
cumstances of the case—though his 
own character would seem to demand 
th a t he should tell the public what 
they have absolutely 
no right to 


know. There is a curiosity abroad to 
know every detail of this disgusting 
business, which is absolutely shock­ 
ing. 
Beecher held his tongue out of 
respect for the feelings of others. 
Look 
at 
the 
Hooker exhibition. 
Beecher tried to keep th at quiet, to 
spare the feelings of his family and 
friends: and, m ark you, there are 
others, hut their case is different from 
hers. 
She, it was well-known, was 
weak-minded, and the Woodhull peo­ 
ple got hold of her and preyed upon 
her weakened intellect. 
Had Beecher 
opened his mouth and told his story, 
distinguished citizens, who have been 
mixed up in this matter, would suffer, 
and in silence lie has spared their feel­ 
ings. 
I mean by this W oodhull’s 
coterie, 
the 
nest of blackmailers. 
Blackmailing is the sole object of their 
lives. They have inveigled into their 
toils distinguished men and women, 
and they have sought out Beecher as 
a target for their operations, because 
lie was a shining light. 
I tell you he 
can m ake this thing as clear as the 
noonday sun, and if he should, there 
will lie some people sufTer whom he 
has spared for a long time at the cost 
of his own ease of mind and a das­ 
tardly persecution. W hen I reflect on 
w hat would he the consequence of his 
telling w hat he knows about the whole 
business I would advise him even now 
to explain aw ay only w hat is neces­ 
sary to the Committee.” 
T lic I n e v ita b le 4 'o n illct. 
M e m p h i s , A ugust 11.—The Helena, 
Arkansas, special says that considera­ 
ble fighting was going on in Austin 
last night between negroes and Uniteu 
States troops. The latter captured a 
body of twenty negroes, and while 
they were putting the prisoners in the 
Court house, one of them , attem pting 
to escape, was killed and another 
wounded. 
Subsequently large bodies 
of negroes advanced from the south 
and attacked t lie town and Court 
house guard, but were repulsed with 
the loss of seven wounded. 
Major Chambers lias arrived here 
to charter a boat and take assistance 
to the whites in Austin. H e says a 
courier from Mayor Woodson of Aus­ 
tin, reached Hernando a t daylight, 
stating that the town was surrounded 
by about 1,000 negroes, and asking for 
help. 
About 2,000 men from H ernan­ 
do and vicinity will be here at two 
o’clock, and in company with volun­ 
teers from this city, will start at 4 
o’clock for Austin. 
Dr. Smith, the 
unfortunate cause of the troubles in 
Austin, reached here last night. Some 
three weeks since he was attacked in 
the streets of Austin liy a negro, and 
drawing a pistol fired at him, but 
missed Him and killed a little negro 
girl, which exasperated the negroes to 
such an extent th at they collected, 
and the mob took Dr. Smith to the 
woods to hang him, which they would 
have done but for the entreaties of 
Mayor Woodson and the doctor’s wife. 
Since th a t time he has been a volun­ 
tary inm ate of the jail to prevent his 
being mobbed, until last Friday,when 
some friends came and carried him to 
Hernando, on learning which the ne­ 
groes collected in large numbers and 
notified the Mayor th at unless Dr. 
Sm ith was brought back and put in 
jail, they would burn the town.

State University. 


The efforts of the Board of Regents 
to forre Professor 
C arr from the 
State University and thus destroy the 
Department of Agriculture, is attract­ 
ing the attention of the 
farmers 
throughout the State, 
and is now 
drawing forth comments and opinions 
from all sources, nearly all of which 
are the reverse of com plimentary to 
those members of the Board who per­ 
mitted them selves to be led by the 
money changers and bank owners. 
It is asserted by those who should 
know whereof they speak, that the 
dislike of the Board of Regents for 
Professor C a r r is due solely to his 
stout defense of the Department of 
Agriculture, and his sincere affilia­ 
tion with the Grangers, and his main­ 
tenance of the principles they advance. 
How true this is we do not know, but 
we suspect it to be entirely correct. 
On the 23d ult., the Regents held a 
meeting, and by the following vote 
actually requested Professor C a r r to 
resign: B o o t h , H a l l i d i e , W i n a n s , 


S t e b b i n s , 
M a r t i n , M i l l s , S w i f t , 
D w i n e l l e , M o s s , H a i g h t , G i l m a n , 
against H a m i l t o n who voted “nay.” 
The vote “nay” was cast by J. M. 


H a m i l t o n , 
Master 
of the 
State 
Grange. As a speedy method of ob­ 
taining a correction expressive of the 
people on this subject, the California 
Granger suggests that each Grange 
adopt and publish the following reso­ 
lution:

Since the above was placed in type 
the telegraph announces the removal 
of Professor C a r r , by a vote of eleven 
to six. 


School Books. 


We do not know that it has been 
done in this county but many Grang­ 
ers in other portions of the State have 
passed the following resolution: 
“ Resolved, T h a t it is th e sense of this 
G range, th a t th e freq u en t change of text-books 
for use in th e co m m o n schools, Is injudicious, 
unw ise, and u n ju st; th a t th e books we now 
have are sufficient in n u m b er, a n d good 
enough in q u a lity .” 
A wiser and more tim ely resolution 
has seldom received the unanimous 
indorsement of a community. 
If the 
truth could be reached we have no 
doubt but that this Granger resolu­ 
tion embodies the sentiments of par­ 
ties in town and country throughout 
the State. 
At the last meeting of the 
State Board of Education the question 
of text-books in schools, m ight have 
been set at rest for sometime to come 
but the Board either lacked the cour­ 
age to face the “ school-book ring,” 
or induced through considerations the 
world knows not of, to postpone de­ 
cisive action in the premises until 
January next. 
W hat will be done 
then depends much on the power of 
the ring and the moral courage of the 
Board. 
The general indorsement of 
the above resolution by the Grangers 
may lead the managers of the Board 
to a realization of the fact that the 
people are aware of the enormous 
swindles practiced on them in the 
name of text-book changes. 


We, the People. 


The Virginia correspondent of a San 
Francisco paper makes the statement 
that the miners of Nevada, who com­ 
prise the voting population w ill vote 
as directed by their employers, be­ 
cause it is to their interest to do so. 
This announcement contains nothing 
new. 
The predicted action of the 
Comstock miners is the real action of 
the laboring classes throughout the 
United States. 
It is a well-known 
fact that factory laborers, coal miners, 
corporation employees and in fact all 
others who earn their bread in the 
employ of others, find it to their in­ 
terest to vote as the employer votes. 
Does not the National Government 
stock navy yards, arsenals and gov­ 
ernment departments with voters who 
vote as the administration votes? 
They cannot vote otherwise and retain 
their positions. They know this, and 
the thought of wives and children 
who would suffer for the common nec­ 
essaries of life if they, the husbands 
and fathers, were out of em ploym ent, 
impels them to the disgraceful, un- 
mauly act of selling their votes. 
The 
miners of Nevada care more for their 
places than who shall be United States 
Senator. 
W ho makes them thus, and 
why such a power is used in this, the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave, is another question, and one 
we do not propose to discuss now. 
It 
is enough to say that the poor work­ 
ing man finds it to his advantage to 
vote as his employer votes. 


Beginning to Bubble. 


The recent elections in North Caro­ 
lina, Tennessee, Kentucky and Dela­ 
ware, in all of which the Democrats 
have been the victors, have stirred up 
the old fire, anil men are beginning to 
talk and write politics once mare. 
A 
num berof Republican journals are en­ 
gaged in explaining how those Demo­ 
cratic victories came about .and how 
utterly insignificant they are. 
Dem­ 
ocratic papers are crowing over victo­ 
ries obtained they know not how, and 


indicating they know Dot what. 
One 
side tells of the “ grand old party” 
and the other of those “ great princi­ 
ples which underlie and support every 
Democratic or 
Republican govern­ 
ment.” 
We may regard these ebulli­ 
tions as the first picket firing—the 
dropping of shot—of the great battle 
which will come off little inore than a 
year hence. The contest w ill grow 
warmer and more determined from 
this time forward. 
Now we hear but 
an occasional shot; in a few months 
the rattle and roar will be deafening. 
The opening has been all on the side 
of the Democracy, but the Republi­ 
cans may console them selves with the 
reflection that a bad beginning augurs 
a good ending.

A FEW COMPARISONS. 


Reflection» of m> Old Cltlsen of I.o» 
Angele» after Visiting our Sister 
City, Santa Barbara. 


E ditor H erald : The very first 
thing th at attracts the attention of 
visitors upon approaching Santa Bar­ 
bara by sea is the wharf, running 
to deep water, with sufficient depth 
for 
vessels 
of 
the heaviest ton­ 
nage plying on this coast to lay up 
alongside. 
You step off the wharf, 
and pedestrians find a finely graded 
street, with heavy planked sidewalks, 
about two miles In length, on either 
side of the street. 
How different we 
find things at our own port! 
The 
steamer anchors a long distance from 
land; after hours delay, the little 
steamer, w ith its lighters, puts in an 
appearance; after another delay of an 
hour, the passengers are transferred to 
the small steamer; and then for the 
wharf, where tickets are obtained for 
Los Angeles. 
This creates an unfav­ 
orable impression in the minds of vis­ 
itors to our beautiful country. I over­ 
heard one gentlem an remark: “ Why, 
even San Luis Obispo lias a good 
wharf to deep water.” 
After arriving 
at our city, beautiful in m any respects, 
particularly in regard to fine private 
buildings — where are our paved 
streets, our city parks, in this semi- 
tropical clime of ours. 
The parks are 
anticipated Jo be the finest and best, 
filled with specimens of rare and beau­ 
tiful plants and shrubs, the wonder of 
tire world. 
But perhaps I had better 
drop the subject of parks and side­ 
walks, lest our City Fathers consider 
th e c o a ta g o o d fit and hurriedly put 
it 011. 
They have a Court house, the best 
perhaps south of ¡San Jose, a real sub­ 
stantial, systematically arranged tem ­ 
ple of law; not an oblong, old-fash­ 
ioned box of un affair, as we have, 
which rcquiree fifteen minutes’ sound 
talking and explaining to convince an 
Eastern man th at the tiling was ever 
intended for anything more than a 
market house. 
W e have a redeeming 
feature in our hotels, which are second 
to none outside of .San Francisco. The 
reflection is, “ why 19 this thusly ?” 
We have an extent of arable hack 
country that puts Santa Barbara to the 
blush; our people in the rural districts 
are more enterprising, more persever­ 
ing than our neighbors seem to be; we 
plant more trees in one year than they 
do in five; we raise more barley and 
corn; produce more wine. 
Our city 
boasts of a grand population of twelve 
thousand 
inhabitants, and we are 
taxed; well, m oderately, at the least, 
and nothing to show for all this. 
We 
rush visitors to San Gabriel, to Hon. 
B. D. Wilson’s, L. J. Rose’s, or Col. 
Ivewen’s or Titus’ pleasant homes, or 
to take the curse off, to two or three 
places in the suburbs of our city. 
Everything of interest grows out of 
private, nothing out of public enter­ 
prise. 
It seems the people of our neighbor­ 
ing town have studied well how to 
m ake a fine appearance out of com­ 
paratively 
insignificant 
resources, 
which tells in their favor. 
We have 
resources of untold magnitude; but it 
is too true we have not got official get- 
up worth a cent. W e need a good sub­ 
merged drain from which our water, 
so very valuable, should lie carried in 
pipes, or at least cemented ditches; 
w ell-paved streets, 
a t least one, 
say 
Main 
street, 
011 
which we 
can 
promenade 
on 
pleasant eve­ 
nings, without risking our 
necks 
every fifty'feet. 
I believe you are aware, Mr. Editor, 
that our streets are very dark. L am p­ 
posts we have, with broken glass lan­ 
terns all awry, the work of time and 
hoodlums; and a risky business it is to 
hurry alongour streets at night, hence 
we 
are 
beginning 
to 
go 
very 
slow 
lest 
wo 
fall 
and 
break 
our 
legs 
and mulct the city in 
a suit for damages. 
Some one says 
it is easy to talk, but we have ¡10 
money, and taxes are now too high. 
Well, then, I would advise the city as 
I would a farmer with a very large 
farm in bad order, and running down 
from year to year—mortgage it for 
money to improve it properly, or sell 
it to somebody who lias money. 
Y“s, 
stake the credit of our city for money 
to put it in order, orsell itto some one 
who will put it in good trim. 
There is a screw loose somewhere, it 
ought to be fixed in a year or two.

PRANKING OPTIONAL W ITH TH E 
SENDER. 
Ordinary letters not exceeding half 
ar, ounce in weight, nine cents; eacli 
additional ounce or fraction thereof, 
nine cents. 
It is optional w ith the 
sender to prepay postage 
or not. 
Nevertheless, all letters 011 which pos­ 
tage is not prepaid are subject to an 
additional charge of twenty-five cents 
in France and five cents in the United 
States. 
Registered letters, ten cents 
besides tbe ordinary postage. 
FRANKING COMPULSORY. 
Postage must be prepaid on all sam ­ 
ples of merchandise, or seed, news­ 
papers, photographs, lithographs, en­ 
graving, printed m atter, books, p am ­ 
phlets, quires of music, notices and 
printed, lithographed or engraved cir­ 
culars. 
Postage on newspapers 
not 
exceeding four ounces weight, three 
cents; foreaeh additional four ounces 
or fraction thereof, three cents; on 
merchandise, photographs, pamphlets, 
books, etc., not exceeding one ounce, 
two cents; not exceeding two ounces, 
four cents; not exceeding four ounces, 
six cents. 
An additional charge of 
six cents on every four ounces or frac­ 
tion thereof, will be made 011 pack­ 
ages exceeding four ouuces in weight.
